a retreat where he might recuperate 
hausted energies and equip him- 
self for fresh conquests.

From that moment 
my mother secmcl to regard me with 

ureal, apprehension, ami J am afraid 
would have secretly rejoiced if my 

first appearance had been such an nt- 
ler failure :i< to deter me from taking 
any furl her steps in that direction. 

But tnv father aided and encouraged 
me. Himself a careful, conscientious 
student, he would quench my too ar 
dent enthusiasm by an immersion! in 
i he ocean o( work thai lies bi 

ever] artist and Ins goal j and anon. 
lift in"; me up to his own lookout, he 
would point oul Bomenewand undis- 
covered OOUntry where fresh glor] 
awaited the first comer. Alternately 

I rapid- 
ly grew in popular favor, and divided 
almost equally with mj father the 

smiles and tears of the town. Oh ! he 
alone who has commanded I hem can 

testify to the sweetness of the power.

serious a character that they only 
spoke to each other when the demand's 
of their profession forced some 

courtesy from one or the other, and 
ii required all the firmness of the 
stage manager to keep them to their 
duties. One night, late in the season, 

when all the new plavs bad been worn 

threadbare, an old melodrama was 

rev ived. and to my father and this 

Omer the principal parts were 

assigned.

Supposed to be 
ed wilh a small charge <>( powder, 
went off in tnv father's hand, and the 
rival, whom he had so lateij feared 
and hated, lay dead before him. 

■• I have related this iucidenl to 
show you the cloud ox misfortune that 
hung over the family, ami shortly 

afterward enveloped me in its folds. 

•• Uthougl) i'i'.! ly no one actual- 
ly believed thai thi,. tragedy was other 

than a sad accident, vet some there 
were w ho, recalling theenuntv be I ween 
the two men, were imibeious enough 

io whisper that the shooting was pre- 
meditated under cover of the play. 

These rumors coming t<> mj father's 

ears cut short his stage career. He 
secluded himself closely al home ami 
would sec no one. One night I 
collect, he called me itlto his room, 
and said : ' My son, it. would have 
been far belief for nic if I had pur- 
posely killed I hat man. for in that t 
tnv punishment would be deserved 
and sure. This distrust, the averted 
eves of those who were once proud to 
call themselves my friends, is killing 
me. ' lie must have ?poken in a sp 
of prophecy, for on the following 
morning he did. 

" Soon after this event 1 was the re- 
cipient of some flattering oilers from 
theatrioal managers, ami! determin- 
ed I" return to I he staire. although mv 

mother bitterly opposed it. Oh ! that 

I had listened to her gentle pleadi 
Hut youth im proud and heads! r. 
and Unwilling to heed wor,ls o( cau- 
tion. Was I not desirous of providing 
for all her present and future nee 

Had l. although acting oontrar] 



her wishes, any other object than her 
Ultimate happiness in view . Would 
she not, sooner or later, come round 
to look at. things in my way '. 

■• My return to the stage was fol- 
lowed by almost immediate promo- 
tion, ana the people flocked to ei 
in parts which my father bed render- 
ed famous. Many of my friends were 
anvious 10 see me .iltempt the h 

walks of my art. and partly to please 
them, as well as to air certain theories 
and innovations of my own. I gave 
out that I would shortly essay the ride 

of Othello, For weeks and months! 

studied this creation of the great 
drain atist. and succeeded in thorough 
ly identifying myself with the part. 

On the in "'hi before m\ debit I as a trag- 
edian was to take I'lace 1 retired 
early, but my sleep was disturbed by 
dreams. Bj turns 1 was the fond and 
lender lover, the proud and pov 
General, the crazed relentless murder- 
er. 

"The morning dawned and devel- 
oped in my own home a more horrible 
t raged v than was ever conceived by 
dramatist, for while 1 slept and dream- 
ed a dastardly assassin had crept into 
my mother's chamber and strangled 

the life from her sweet body. I pon 
iir white throat was the cruel 
imprint of the murderous hand. and. 
oh. (iod ! while I slept, unconscious 
of her agony, she was struggling with 
her slayer. 

"Weeks and months passed, but. no 

clue to the murderer -could be discov- 
ered, nor the object of the crime ima- 
gined. My life, robbed of its trnesi 
friend, set med dull ami melancholy. 
There was but one thing left, for me 
to \\o. and that was to r, call and act 
upon her admonitions, so that, if hap 

pily her spirit looked down upon me. 
she might bless my efforts. 1 left the 

Stale and sought in a Western Slate 
to give a new direction to my life. 
I'm even here, my reputation BS an 
actor had preceded me. and 1 was 
waited upon one evening by the man- 
ager of t lie local theal re with the re- 
ipiest that 1 would lake the jdace of 
Ins leading man on the following ev- 
ening, he being incapacitated from ap- 
pearing by sickness. The piece was 
to be "Othelio." I d the pro- 

posal, pleased that my name had not 
been entirely forgotten by (he public. 
Tho hotel at which 1 slopped was over- 
crowded, and the landlord inform- 
ed me that I would have to share niv 
room with a stranger. But the Strang- 
er, when he came in, proved to be an 
old friend, and we talked far into the 
Bight, of old friends, mutual acquain- 
tances, but. especially ofmy forthcom- 
ing appearance as Othello on the next 

night. 1 slept, and dreamed once 
again (hat 1 was the veritable Moot- 
ed Venice, breathing into Uesdenio- 
na's ear niv^v engeful. cruel purpose. 

I was suddenly awakened by a terri- 
fic pull at my hair, and found myself 
Standing out in the middle 01 the 
floor engaged in a struggle with my 
friend. My hands were fastened in 
a vice like grip on his t hroat, and. 
even as I waked, his hold ofmy hair 
loosed, and lie sank helplessly to the 

Boor. There are moments in life 
when, like an electric flash, all thai has 

been and much that is to be stands 
out clearly revealed, and, awe struck, 
c at the fearful prospect. The 
ry of my mother's taking oft 
was no longer a mystery ; it was these 
accursed hands that had done the 
i\rvd. and condemned me, like Ahas-

A philospher has said that true 

ittou for boys is to "teach them 

what they ought to know when they 

became men." What is it they ousrht 

to know .'

and by his industry ami good quali- 
ties has been gradually promoted, 

The resignation takes effect on the 
loth inst... and the reason which led 
.Mr. F. to take this step is somewhat 
similar to that of Mr. Kay -i.i\. po- 
litical interference with the officers of 
the Institution, yvhich placed his po- 
sition at tin 1 hands (>f whichever par- 
ty was successful at the general elec- 
tions with no means of knowing yvhen 
he would have to go, Mr. Flenniken 
goes to Ciuctndati to aooept a place 
somewhat similar to the one he held 
here, in the House ol , Refuge, and 
where he can at least feel secure from 

political manipulation*, as they form 
no part in considering ihe qualifica- 
tions of a person. It is to be regret 

ted that Ohio, the third Stale in the 
Union, allows politics to be one of 

the duel ends in the management of 
her benevolent institutions, while tit 

ness and experience are made second- 
ary qualifications only.

headway, and in i few moments the 
room yvas a mass of flame. 1 ran 

doyvn and seized the water hose, and 

10 play on the flames, but the 

hose busted. 1 then ran to the en 

gin* room again, bn1 the engineer was 

absent : so l sounded the whistle, and 
soon after crawled out of the burning 

mills. During that night the people 

Wondering if 1 had been burned 

to death. Other* were afraid [would 

bo mobbed or put in prison : but they 
did nothing.

The great event of the week was 
the Exhibition of this Institution in 
the Broadway Tabernacle, on the 
afternoon of Thursday, May 18th. 

The day dawned close and hot. 
amino anxiety was fell asio its being 
a pleasant day. As the day advanced 
the thermometer soared away up 

among the nineties, The pupils who 

were to go to tin 1 Exhibition left the 
Institution about 8:30 via the "1." 
road, and after a pleasant ride of 
about twenty minutes, they got off at 
the 83d Street Station, and from 

thence proceeded to the Tabernacle, 

which was only one block distant. 

There was quite a crowd in the 
lower part of the Tabernacle, and the 
galleries Were unite full. The hot 
weather, yvhich was unusual at such 
an early dale, no doubt had some 
thing to do with keeping away a great 

many people. 

Ai 8:80 the exercises opened with 
prayer. Afterit was finished, the Vice- 
President, Hon. Henry K. Duvies, 
LL. P.. made a few introductory re- 
marks, giving among other things a 
brief sketch of the Institution, as it 
was and now is. All this was trans- 
lated into signs by Dr. I. L. l'cet. 
LL.D., to the deaf-mutes who were 
in attendance, of yvhich there yvcre a 
goodly number, some being former 
pupils of Fanwood, and some arc 
pupils now attending school at the 
•14th Street Institution. 

The next thing on the programme, 
was the illustration of elementary 
methods yviili pupils two weeks and S 
months under instruction. 

The pupils that had been only two 

weeks under instruction were three 

liltle boys connected with the Mansion 
House Branch, under the instruction 
of Mr. Thomas 11. Jewell. They 
showed a good knowledge of the first 
step employed in Inrtructipg the deaf. 

And when they retired they yvcre 

applauded. 
Then six little girls, all of the age of 

18, mounted the platform, and each 
chose one of the Sialcs of the 1'nion. 
and gave a full description of it. 
They described tin 1 boundaries, rail- 
roads, rivers, lakes, mountains, com- 
merce, etc. The tine penmanship 
and excellent description each ga\c. 
called forth applause. 

The translation of signs into Words 
by five of the little boy*, who describ- 
ed such filings as the monkey, fly, 
hawk. etc.. kept up a continuous 
storm of applause. Their signs being 
so plain thai a person unacquainted 

with the sie-n language could easily 
understand tlieni. 

Then some pupil* of the High Class 
wrote short compositions on the black 
boards yvhich were well received. 
During the time they WOW writing, 
Miss Klla Dilligham, one of the young 
lady pupils mounted the stne;e and 
delivered a poem in graphic signs, Dr. 

l'cet at the same time readme it. 

The class of blind deaf-mutes 
created much interest. .1. 11. CatOB, 
the oldest in his class, printed several 
short speeches on the type writer, one 
of yvhich given to a Truth reporter was 
printed in that paper the next day. 
Much interest was also manifested in 
the case of Kiehard Clinton and 
Martha Moorehouse. 

The exercises in Articulation and 
lip-reading by the pupils of l'rof. E. 
11. Currier's class, did credit to 
themselves and their teacher. 

Then a class of lit tie girls mount- 
ed the platform and delivered in con- 
certed signs, the beautiful llvtnu 
'•.lust as I am," and the Lord's 
Prayer, and Doxology. This was the 

most beautiful portion of tin- whole 
exercises, and showed the force and 

beauty of the sign- language.

The pupil* returned the way they 
came, and arrived at the Institution 

without any mishaps, at about seven 

o'clock.
